Joseph S. McDonald was born at Heber 
January 30, 1868, son of John McDonald 


and Lucinda Cole McDonald. He married 
Mary Elizabeth Rasband on January 30, 
1890, the marriage being later solemnized 
in the Salt Lake Temple. One child, a son, 
Storm McDonald, was born to them. 
Joseph spent his entire life in Heber Val- 
ley, except for a year or two at Park City, 
where he worked at the Ontario mine. He 
was a farmer and cattle raiser. He died at 


Heber on May 7, 1937. 


Mary Elizabeth Rasband was born Sep- 


tember 15, 1865, at Heber, to Thomas_and 
Elizabeth Giles Rasband. She was educated

school in Heber. She served many years as 


president of East Ward Primary. This was 
under Bishop Robert S. Duke. She was a 
member during her active life of the Heber 
Shakespearcan Club. She was noted locally 
as an excellent cook and particularly for her 
lemon pies. She was known also as a spot- 


less housekeeper. Her husband accused her 


often of going outside and scrubbing the 
woodpile. She died on May 19, 1953. 
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
